on the effective date of an.

“The Street and Light Come 
mittee met and considered the 
burden to developers along 
Foothill Boulevard ineident to 
establishing border road ise 
lands, 


“Currently, these developers 
arg required to install border 
road islands and of necessity 
must provide temporary open. 
ings therein as well as bonde 
ing for clasure of temporary 
openings when full development 
of the block is effected, 


‘Due to the length of tlme 
elapsing between installation of 
temporary openings and cloe 
sures, the cost of closing cone 
siderably exceeds the amount 
bounded for this purpose which 
incurs ill-will between the 
property owners and the City. 


“The Street and Light Come 
mittee wishes to recommend 
the following policy for future 
Foothill) Boulevard border road 
island development: Hence. 
forth, developers of property 
along Foothill will be required 
to pay for the estimated cost 
of the border road island In 
the final form only. 


‘The mechanics of implee 
menting this policy would nore 
mally be that the cost of the 
final island would be estimated 
by the Engineering Departinent 
and the developer could either 
deposit this money with the City 
of Upland and the City could 
have the temporary and later 
final border road islands ine 
stalled or the developer could 
have the island installed with 
termporary openings and deposit 
in a special fund of the City, 
the difference between what he 
paid and the final cost.

A survey of 99 per cent af 
the state’s teac hers, e me ted 
by the Research Department af 
the California Teachers Ase 
sociation (CTA), also disclosed 
that: 


e-The average salary paid 
the state’s elementary school 
teachers this year is $59,107, 
compared to $7,704 in 1965.66, 


--The average salary paid the 
Sstate’s high school teachers 


this vear is , compared 
to $8,539 tn 13e8 55-66. 

@-The average salary paid the 
state’s junior college teachers 
this year is $10,619, compared 
to $10,444 last year. 

The CTA survey showed the 
annual average salary for tea- 
chers at the elementary level 
ranged from a high of $10,607 
in the Emery Unified School 
District (Alameda County) to 
a lew of $5,333 in the Bella 
Vista Elementary School Dise 
trict (Shasta County). 


Average annual salary for 
high school teachers ranged 


from a high of $10,997 in the 
San Mateo Union High School 
District (San Mateo County) to 
a low of $6,116 in the Laton 


Unified School District ‘Frese 


no C ounty) . 


Average annual salary for 
junior college teachers ranged 
from a high of $11,919 at West 
Kern Junior College (Taft) to a 


low of $8,073 at Palo Verde 
Junior College (Blythe), 
San Francisco offers the 


highest pay to teachers in the 
State’s three largestschool dise 
tricts with an average salary of 
$10,039, In Los Angeles the 
average is $9,078; and in San 
Diego it is $8,978. These dif. 
ferences are partially caused 
by the faster crowth of the two 
Southern California cities and 
partially by the district pay 
schedules themselves, Faster 


growth means that a district 
will tend to have more tea. 
chers on the lower steps of its 
salary schedules, thus lower. 
ing the district’s average pay. 

Dr. Garford G, Gomion, CTA 
research executive, said the 
average annual salary for all 
California teachers inthe 1965. 
66 school year was $8,141; in 
1964-65 it was $7,789; and in 
1959-60 it was $6,327, 

Dr. Gordon listed three reae 
sons for the sharper increase 
in teachers’ pay this year: 

e-Increased school district 
unification has resultedin raise 
ing elementary school salaries 
closer to the high school level. 
(Almost 150 California dise 


tricts were joined into 37 unie 
fied school districts between 
July 1, 1965 and July 1, 1966.) 

--Upgrading of teacher traine 
ing has resulted in more tea 
chers with graduate preparation 


or advanced degrees, thus rate 
ing higher salaries, 
--Additional state aid to

Sessed property valuations.
